» Relief workers on a highway pro- 
ject at Passburg, in the Crow’s Nest 
‘Pass, near Blairmore, have gone on 
strike for more pay.

‘an eight-hour day. The work on 
which they are employed is not ¢s- 
sential at the present time. It is 
created for the purpose of giving 
relief. It is reported ‘hat the stretch 
of road where work was in progress 
thas been picketed, so that those will- 
ing to continue to work are being 
forced into idleness. 

The unemployed citizens of Cana- 
da have had to endure much priva- 
ion, extreme discomfort, above all 
uncertainty. There are many still 
enduring. We do not consider that 
the problem is nearly solved yet, 
and it will remain unsolved until a 
‘comprehensive program of relief 
works is announced—a thing which 
has been daily expected for months. 
‘The sympathy of all intelligent Can- 
adians is with those who have been 
forced into idleness.

HEAVY DROP IN 
WHEAT ESTIMATE 

Figures issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa on 
Thursday, ‘together! with the regular 
weekly report on the amount of 
Canadian grain in‘store, were taken 


as being a favorable indication for | { 


the future market trend by local 
grain men, The Abbertan learned 
Thursday evening. 

Under ordinary conditions 1espect- 
ing purchasing power of consuming 
world wheat markets, and without 
large surpluses as now exist in a 
few of the world’s lange wheat pro- 
ducing countries, an announcement 
of a drop o 225,000,000 bushels in the 
world’s estimated crop would inev- 
itably produce favorable market re-- 
actions, it was pointed out. 

However, under existing conditions, 
the drop in production, if proven 
correct when the various crops are 
harvested, will, if nothing more, 
serve as an automatic remedy of the 
surplus situation in the world, and 
eventually produce better prices than 
would have obtained otherwise, all 
other factors being equal, it was said. 

Canada’s position as regards the 
world wheat picture has improved by 
of drop of 225,000,000 bushels in the 
year, according to the weekly report 
issued for the week ending Septem- 
ber 18, by W. H. Blatchford, assist- 
ant grain commissioner here. 

Visible supplies of Canadian wheat 
in various storage places on the con- 
tinent for the period ending Sept- 
ember 16 amounted to 118,091,405 
bushels, as compared with 142,212,- 
812 bushels for the same date in 
1930, and with 112,622,057 bushels 
the week previous. 

The increase from the previous 
week is attributed to a normal con- 
dition, with farmers delivering grain 
from the new crop at a heavy rate, 
and is. alao explained in part by the 
small decline in foreign shipments, 
which fellb from 2,765,802 bushels for 
the period in question and 8,164,729 
bushels for the week ending Sept- 
ember 11.

‘The Board of Grain Commis- 
sioners has decided that the five- 
cent. bonus is to be paid om wheat 
delivered to small imills for grind- 
ing into flour, . provided the said 
mills are operated under license from

Mr. Blatchford pointed . out that 
this: new ruling was the opposite of 
the ruling first issued on this mat- 
ter.

‘‘The grower of the wheat, this 
year’s crop, whether the owner of 
the land, or renter of land from a 
private owner or from a company, is 
quité definitely the person entitled to 
the bonus. A landlord not actually 
giving his time to the growing of 
wheat, nor the owner of the land 
unless he has given of his or then 
‘own time, are not entitled to the 
bonus, according to the ruling of the 
board,’’ Mr. Blatchford stated.

This school unges that 
concessions be made to the extrem- 
ists, so that arguments for violent 
change may automatically be weak-

Illogieally, members of the first 
school, the adamant die-hards, arc 
regarded by a great many as bul- 
warks against revolution and mem- 
bers of the second school, the pro- 
gressives, are looked wpon as ‘‘half- 
baked’’ traitors. In trath, the op- 
posite is true. The die-hard reac- 
tionary supplies the greatest argu- 
ment for, and the moderate progres- 
sive the greatest argument against, 
social upheaval.

The Debt Adjustment Act will 
make it impossible for the merchant 
to extend credit to farmers, and it 
is an acknowledged fact thet many 
many homes in Western Canada have 
‘been kept up during periods of de- 
pression by the credit extended to 
the farmers by the businessmen. Gen- 
erally speaking the farmers have 
appreciated this and tried their best 
te meet these obligations. But the 
Debt Adjustment Act gives them a 
chance now if so inclined to place 
themselves where even the local mer- 
chant may be laughed at.

HELP FOR THE RAILWAYS 


Representatives of employes of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Ogden 
shops have asked the Hon. Vernon 
Smith, minister of railways and tele*

@ more equitable competition between 
these companies and the railways. It 
is accepted that the bus companies 
enjoy advantages over the railways 
thet make competition anything but 
fair, 

’ Recognition by the Ogden employ- 
es of the fact that the railways are 
tt present laboring under unfair con- 
ditions is yet another proof that pub- 
dic opinion is unanimously in favor 
of some government action in ithis 
connection. 

‘ Nobody wishes to harm a reputab- 
de bus company, which are doing leg- 
itimate business and filling a defin- 
ite meed, but everyone with a sense 
of fairness recognizes that these 
companies should not be permitted 
to enjoy the present advantages they 
possess over the reilweys. 


: Furthermore, it is not merely that 
fair play is needed. The issue is in- 
finitely more serious than this. Can- 
adian railways play so prominent a 


part in ovr national life—far more | 10. 


prominent a part than is customary 
played by transportation companies-- 
that it is in the interests of every 
one of us that these companies shall 
eemain upon a sound financial basis. 
At the present time the railways are 
bearing full impact of the current de- 
pression. The international nature 
of their activity makes them more 
wulnerable than smaller onganiza- 
tions. All other things being. equal, 
they are bound ito react with a high 
degree to sympathy to world condi- 
tions, But, in the present case, the 
c.P.R. has been enduring not only 
ic world depression but the effects 
of a change in the transportation
